Basing their beliefs on the Holy 
Scriptures as ‘‘the only infallible 
authority in matters of faith and 
practice,” the Seventh-day Advent- 
ists declare that they cannot  ‘‘ac- 
cept the ex-cathedra utterances of 
the pope, or the decrees of councils 
or the traditions of the Roman 
Church as a sufficient reason for de- 
parting from the plain teachings of 
the word of God.” 

Charging the Roman Church with
